The country now constituting; the State 
of TmUMsMM was originally composed 
within the territory of the State of North 
Carolina. The settlers who poured in 
just after the revolutionary war, found it 
of gnat iaconvenicnce to remain under 
the jofiadietioa of North Carolina. At 
that time hostilities had been commen- 
ce d against them by the Creek? and the 
CheroUees; and being unprotectod by 
the troops of North Carolina, and with- 
out any government of their own, (heir 
•ituation was perilous. A large propor- 
tion of the people determined to form an 
independent State government, which 
would enable then; to legally assemble a 
military force for defence. 

In 178G, a convention met at Jones- 
borough, consisting of live members from 
each county, who declared the district 
independent of North Carolina, and 
firmed it into a State, under the name 
of " FrauU'and/ 1 They appointed Col. 
John Sevier Governor, elected judges, 
and other State officer*, and sent a dele- 
gate to Congress, but he was refused ad- 
mittance; that body being indisposed to 
countenance this rebellion against North 
Carolina; that State wr s determined to 
maintain her juiistliction. In 17S0

The party of North Carolina sent Col. 
Tipton aa tiit -ir representative tn the leg- 

islaturc; taXOfl were itnpo>ed by the au- 
thority of both legislatures: the people 
paid neither, speciously declaring that 
they did not knonr to which authority 
they ought to yield their money. An- 
other convention of Frankland met and 
elected William Cock; 1 , Esq., to Congress. 
That body courteously allowed him to 
address them, lie eloquently portrayed, 
in a speach before them, the helpless and 
miserable condition of FranUland; on 
the one hand engaged in a civil war 
with the parent State and on the other 
assailed by the merciless savages. lie 
was heard ; Congress interposed to pro- 
mote harmony, and a general amnesty 
wasjia-sed in regard to all who trere wil- 
ling to yield to the authority of North 
Carolina. The pacific and decided meas- 
ures of Congress teemed at ones ' > re- 
store things to their tanner condition be- 
fore the formation of the Stat' ofFrank- 
land. Under the asternal appearand 
of tranquillity remained the smothered 
fire; a considerable number remained 
staunch to the cause of the, fallen State, 
and disposed, under the first favorable 
circumstanses, to rear it up again. Gov. 
Sevier still retained his integrity in his 
faith to the new State. 

In 1788, an execution was ULken out 
by the existing government, organized 
by North Carolina, against the property 
of Gov. Sevier, as he still continued to 
be called. His negroes had been taken 
by this execution, during his absence, 
while contending with the hostile In- 
dians. Considering this illegal, h^ on 
his return collect' d one hundred and fifty 
men, and proceeded to attack the house 
of Col. Tipton where he was informed 

his aegroes were placed for safe keening

We find the above paragraph copied 
into the columns of the Sandusky Mir- 
ror, a paper edited by A. G. Dimmock, 
recently Warden of the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary. If report speaks true, there are 
matters which occurred during the ad- 
ministration of the aiiairs of the prison 
by the man arbieh would put to shame 
the management of the Michigan Col- 
lege of crime, about which, if he were 
the vigilant and capable officer his 
friends claim he was, he ought to have 
know n something. It is certain that two 
of the officers who were under his or- 
ders have been arrested, for frauds and 
peculations brought to light, since he 
left, by the Directors and new Warden. 
It is known that a destructive fire oc- 
curred in the prison during his adminis- 
tration, about which, since the arrest of 
the two delinquent oflicero above alluded 
to, we hear mysterious givings out. Jt 
is not known that "bogus 1 ' coin was ever 
manufactured in the Ohio Penitentiary, 
but it is believed that the counterfeiting 
of bank notes has been carried on there 
to a large extent. 

Here, then, wc have something like 
evi lence that the reformatory prison* of 
two States, while under the management 
of men who arc represented by their 
friend = as "capable and honest," have 
bei n turned into schools of crime, is it 
not time that public attention was arous- 
ed on a subject so vital to the safety of 
community? What avails the incarce- 
ration of criminals — why build prisons 
and maintain guards, if not for restraint 
and refbtaa? The peopls know little of 
those things, but if half we hear whis- 
pered about be true, it is time inquiry 
were made and somebody held respon- 
sible. (Jaleaf aoaaetbiag is done, public 
cor.ti lence in the administration of jus- 
tice and the punishment of crime will be 
sadly weakened. [O. B. Journal.

Mr. A. was an energetic, 
thrifty, and honorable business man, en- 
joying the confidence and esteem of the 
eommunity in which he lived. His wife, 
but a short time ago, went before him to 
the grave, and by his sudden death three 
orphan children, one of them an infant, 
have been left with no one to care for or 
protect them except his aged father, 
whom this unexpected and heavy stroke, 
descending upon his already heavy 
weight of years, has well nigh bowed 
down to the grave. 

Poor Charley! Little did we think on 
Sunday morning when we saw him, but 
a few moments before the nd occur- 
rence, buoyant with life, and hope, and
